The expected has heppaned in the 
anlhradto coal field. Uaion lenders 
have been naabic to control tto tnr- 
bnlent and foreign element among the 
strikers ot Shanandoth, end as a re- 
sult that town la la tha hands of a 
mob, rioting has been general, life 
has been sacrificed and blood has 
been shed. 

That the strike leaders fear this la 
bnt tbe bglnnlng of a trouble which 
mav spread throughout the, hard coal 
districts may be Judged by the ap- 
peal loaned last night by tha president 
ofdlatrict No. 9. This urges of mem- 
bers ol United Mine Workers' nnions 
to "do all in their, power to snppreas 
lawlesancaa aad to aid tto officers In 
every way so maintain peace and good 
order." 

The appeal also says that tha dU- 
tnrbanccs In Shanandonb arc in utter 
dlsregnard ol the teachings and pria- 
prlndplta ol the United Mines Work- 
ers os an organisatioa aad contrary to 
the explicit lastmctions ot the leaders. 
That la, the leaders admit that -they 
no longer control In the sltnatloa,thet 
they arc powerless to hold in sabjao- 
tlon and order the thousands of MIe 
miners who wreaked thdr tnry on 
nonnnlon men and officers ot tbe law 
in the street oiShanandoah last night. 

Mow Shanandoah la practically un- 
der martial law, for tbt aheilfl haa ad- 
mitted that he cannot keep order, aod 
Governor Stone has sent two regi- 
ments and a troop of koroca to hold 
tbe lawless element la subjedion. 
This may not be an easy task, lor from 
the atrocitiea committed by the mob 
- 4 nch as throwing a deputy under 
tbe wheel ol a moving train — all sem- 
blance of reason and reatraint appears 
to have fled. 

In every way this riot— atartlng 
from such trivial thldg sa an attempt 
oa the part of depoties to pass tw6 
nonnnton workmen through a line ol 
union pickets — Is to be deplored. It 
cannot fail to have a aerloua advetat 
effect on the strike. It means that 
tha spirit ol nnmst among the idle 
miners haa been strait ed to the break- 
ing point, and that now the strong- 
est arm that the people poasesa must 
be nsed to protect Hie and property 
and to preservt order. — Chlcooo PosL

DESERT LOS ALAMOS. 

Many Inhabitants Quit the 
Town, Fearing Destruc- 
tion by Earthauake. 

Benjanriii I4e Wbeeler Urges Cit- 
liens to Lettve—More 
Shocks are Felt 
To-Dtty. 

Lnn Alamos, Col., Ang. 4-— The 
people ol thle dty aad vldolty are 
terror-stricken and arc fleeing from 
thdr homea to plaece ol entety on ac- 
count of tha lacrcnolng severity ot the 
cortbqnakca that have visited this 
section dnee the night of the syth 
Inst., since which time It la estimated 
seventy-five dlsUnct shocks have been 
felt. The mont severe shock ocenrred 
at i:ao o'dock this moraing, when 
the earth seemed to lurch from aonth 
to north and then twisted back again, 
destroying brick walls and piling 
everything Indoors Into nnrccognlxa- 
Ue heaps, toppling over heavy Iron 
mfm and daatroylng thonaanda of 
dollars' worth ol goods. 

Tha people arc penic-stricken and 
many are leaving town by train and 
In all available vehicicc. Three dis- 
tinct shocks were recorded between 
7 and 7:30 o'clock this morning, and 
the latter dlstnrbancea add mnch to 
the terror ol the InhabUaota. 

President Benjamin Ida Wheeler of 
the University of California was com- 
mnnicated with by telephone and ad- 
vised the people to qnit the town as 
soon as possible. Sdeatists ol the 
nniversity were away on vacations, 
bntPrcnIdcntWhcelcT advised that the 
people be ready to flee at a moment's 
notice and that tha doors ol residences 
and places ol bnaincas be left open for 
escape to the streets without delay In 
event of further dlatnrbancca. The 
advice of President Wheeler was com- 
municated to the people at once aad 
was Immediately acted npoa. 

It la Impoosiblc to estimate the fi- 
aendat loaa sf this tloM with any de- 
gree ol nccnracy, tot It Is believed 
that tto dlstnrbancen of the Inst three 
or fonr days tovc dsmaged at least 
$30,000 worth ol property. 

Reports trom other sections of tto 
valley prohably will Increase this 
amount by many thonaanda. 

No loss of tile is yet reported, 

Bver brick bnlldlag in the town 
waa destroyed or badly wrecked. In 
nearly every bonce windows were 
broken. The Presbyterian church, n 
larga aad haaAsomc brick structure, 
was raaed, aad a similar fata befell 
the general store of W. S. Wickenben, 
also a brick building. 

The shock acemed to have a spiral 
motion. Goods were thrown from 
ahelvaa of storce and heaped in the 
middle ol rooms. Been such heavy 
artlclen as desks wars thrown ebonL 
Not a chimney Is lett standing in the 
town. All brick wells are badly 
damaged, bnt frame stmetnrea gener- 
ally cacaped eeriona Injury. In the 
drag otnres not a bottle escaped, and 
fbwMs were doodad with liquor from 
broken bottica. 

The whole town waa aroused, and 
people fled from their homes to the 
streets In panic. There have been 
several light shocks since July 17, 
when the first heavy shock occnrreil, 
hot that ot this morning exceeded 
anything yet experienced. It lasted 
thirty seconds and threw people from 
their beds. 

The Western Union OH Company 
la the heaviest loser, two ol Its tm- 
menoc storage tanka being demolish- 
ed rcicaaing thonaanda of gallons of 
oil. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock two more 
distinct shocks were felt. Word 
cornea from the towns of Lompoc and 
Santa Maria, each distent about twen- 
ty miles from Los Alamos, that the 
dlitnrbancea of last night were felt 
but slightly In tha vicinity of those 
towns, showing that this place was 
the center of disturbance. 

In some places the walls cavtd In 
and merebandisa was ruined. A 
large sale In WIckcoilen's shoe store 
waa overturned and went crashing 
tbrongh the door. The home of At- 
torney Alexander Lealle la in bad 
shape. The plastering was all 
knocked off nnd the sale, papers, 
dlabca, books and furniture were pIM 
in the center of thn room In n broken 
and ooafnscd moss, ' 

Bnildings rocked violently and peo- 
ple mahod from thsir homes in their 
night dothes. 

The firat shock lasted sevaral sec- 
onds, and n number of bnlldlnga that 
were damaged by Sunday night’a 
shock art on the vargt of coHapoe. 
People remained on the streets last 
night, featjng to retnrn to their 
honaea, and to-day still telnaed to en- 
ter them. 

Tbe seismic distnrbanoea at Los 
Alamos have continued during the 
morning, though none ao severe aa 



that of i;xo. A severe shock was 
felt at 10 o’clock. 

The oil wells at Careager are be- 
lieved to be nainjured. 

Los Alamos is a town ol about 600 
inhabitants In Santa Barbara county.

it Has Fornlshcd Many Govera- 
ors of States and Other 
Noted Men. 

Bardatown's old pnblic aqnare prob- 
ably boa a more interesting history 
than any other place of the kind in 
Kentncky. This town was first set- 
tled about 1776, and In planting the 
vIHage.lta projectors were prccise.and 
the streets, with the exception of one, 
Broadway, are exactly the same 
width. Every square Is Identical with 
the other and ia provided with wide 
alleys rnnniog east and west, north 
and aonth. The pnblic square Is In 
the center ol the town. Previous to 
1891, an old atone conrthonse, two 
stories In height, snrmonnted with aa 
old fashioned enpelo, stood In tha 
center of the square. This old bnlld- 
Ing was erected at tbe beginning of 
the lost century by Thomas Metcalf, 
known In thoae days as "Old Stone 
Hammer,” and who waa afterwards 
Governor of Kentncky. It coat about 
$10,000 and in tbe early years of the 
Commonirealth, waa regarded as the 
finest structnre ol the kind in the 
west. In the days when Bardstown 
earned the title of the "Athens of the 
West," the walls ol the old jndiclal 
building resonnded with the eloquence 
of snch iismons men as Henry Clay, 
James Bnehannon, John Hays, Hum- 
phrey Marshal, Felix Gmady, James 
K. Polk, Ginlsn Bdwarda, once Gov- 
ernor of Illinois; John Pope, after- 
wards Govenwt of Arkansas; William 
DnvalL later Governor of Florida; 
Charles A Wickliflc, at one time Gov- 
ernor ol Kentncky; Robert C. Wlck- 
liffe, who served aa Governor of Lon- 
Isana; old Ben Hardin, Ben Chapeae 
and many others of national renown. 

Nnmerons murder trials took place 
within the conrtbonae. Here James 
Watson was brought to trial lor ona 
oi the most atroclona double murders 
that was ever perpetrated within the 
borders ot tha state. Old Ben Hardin 
was the ‘mnrdtrer’a lawyer, and his 
speech ia behalf of his client Is said 
by many to hava been the stroageat 
effort oi hla life. Tha trial attracted 
wide atteation aad cnlmlnatod in the 
hanging of the defendant, Watson. A 
few years later Jake, Cy and Ben, 
three negro olavca, were tried la tha 
old conrthonse, convicted and sentenc- 
ed to be banged for tto taordcr of their 
mate, James O. Maxwell, a wealthy 
citizen ot near Bloomfield. On the 
comor ot the square ia the old house 
where Gov.Wm. DnvsH, then ahoylsh 
hnntcr first met the girl who after, 
wards became his wife, an occonat of 
which la delightfully given la Wanh* 
lagton Irving’s "Sketch Book". On 
another corner stands the old atone 
tavern, tbe oldest stone edifice in Cen- 
tral Kentncky. The old hoatclry, 
sitnated as it was at tbe Junction of 
two Important highways, oac leading 
from the Ohio river at Loniaville to 
Nashville in the sonth, and the other 
following the old Wilderness tracks 
and on to the cast throngh Cumber- 
land Gap sheltered many dlstlngnlah- 
ed men, among them Oen. Laiayctte 
when he toured this country In tto 
10s.— Bardatown conaapoadeat to
